Nine days of sewage 
spewing into Fort Lau- 
derdale’s Rio Vista neigh- 
borhood and the Tarpon 
River ended early Wednes- 
day when crews finished at- 
taching and activating an 
above-ground bypass pipe 
to carry wastewater around 
the sewer line’s broken sec- 
tion. 

City Manager Chris La- 
gerbloom still can’t provide 
an estimate of how much 
sewage spilled out during 
the leak, though it’s likely to 
be in the millions of gallons. 
While Lagerbloom de- 
scribed it as a “fairly simple 
mathematical formula” he 
said the number wouldn’t 
be available until “the next 
day or so.” 

He said the focus has 
been on getting the leak 
stopped. The outflow was 
cut off at 3:04 a.m. Wednes- 
day, officials said. 

Work on replacing the 
broken section of the 
54-inch pipe by David Man- 
cini & Sons and city crews 
started up after that and is 
expected to be completed 
by Saturday at the latest, La- 
gerbloom said. 

People should continue 
avoiding water-related ac- 
tivities on the Tarpon River 
and other waterways in the 
area. Lagerbloom said the 
water advisory would re- 
main in effect until water 
tests showed bacteria levels 
had returned to acceptable 
levels. The activities include 
swimming, fishing, jet-ski- 
ing, paddle-boarding, kay- 
aking and canoeing. 

State health officials said 
the city’s beaches have not 
been affected by the spill.

45th president joins Johnson, 
Clinton as case goes to Senate

WASHINGTON — The 
U.S. House voted Wednes- 
day night to impeach Presi- 
dent Donald Trump on 
charges of abuse of power 
and obstruction of Con- 
gress for enlisting a foreign 
ally to investigate a political 
rival ahead of the 2020 
election and later stone- 
walling Congress. 

Trump became the third 
president in U.S. history to 
be impeached, and the only 


one in modern times to be 
running for reelection fac- 
ing the political equivalent 
of an indictment. 

Democrats led the vot- 
ing on the first article of 
impeachment, abuse of 
power, and approved an- 
other, obstruction of Con- 
gress, in what many framed 
as their duty to protect the 
Constitution to uphold the 
nation’s system of checks 
and balances. 

The House voted 230- 
197-1 on abuse of power. 
Two Democrats voted 
against: Rep. Jeff Van Drew

sota. Those two lawmakers 
and freshman Rep. Jared
